As soon as it was light the rebels opened 
on the works with artillery, from the 
hights on* the south with five pieces, and 
from the north with two mountain how- 
itsers. 

The guns from the works, four in num- 
ber, replied with terrible effect, silencing 
all the rebels guns but three after some two 
hours. 

Beingffoiled in their attempt to shell out 
the works, the rebels threw their whole 
available infantry force against the whole 
line of works, and were repulsed with ter- 
rible loss five successive times, and finally 
withdrew, sending back a flag of truce for 
permission to bury their dead, which was 
granted. In this fight our loss in killed 
and wounded was thirty-three. The rebels 
admit a loss of 700. 

Again, on Tuesday morning, the rebels 
appeared on the south side of the river, 
and made demonstrations as if to renew 
the onset, driving in our pickets at about 
half-past nine, a. m., sending forward 
sharp-shooters, and firing an occasional 
shell into the woTks. Our forces replied 
at intervals, reserving the fire, except 
when the enemy would approach within 
range. Thus matters lasted for three or 
more hours, when Col. Dunham, growing

3. The laws of the United States and the 
general laws of war authorize. in certain 
cases, the seiture and conversion of 
private property for the subsistence, trans- 
portation, and other uses of the army ; but 
this must be distinguished from pillage , and the 
taking of property for public purposes is 
very different from its conversion to private 
uses. All property lawfully taken from 
the enemy, or from the inhabitants of the 
enemy’s country, instantly becomes public 
property, and must be used and accounted 
1'or‘as such. The 52 d article qf tear author- 
izes the penalty of death for pillaging and 
plundering, and other articles authorise se- 
vere punishment for any officers or soldiers 
who shall sell, embezsle, misapply, or waste 
military stores, or who shall permit the 
waste or misapplication of any such public 
property. The penalty is the same whether 
committed in our own or in the enemy's ter- 
ritory. 

4. All property, public or private, taken 
from alleged enemies, must be inventoried 
and duly accounted for. If the property 
taken be claimed as private, receipts must 
be given to such claimants or their agents. 
Officers will be held strictly accountable 
for all property taken by them or their au- 
thority, and it must be returned for the 
same as any other public property. 

5. When foraging parties are sent out for 
provisions or other stores, the commanding 
officer of such party will be held accounta- 
ble for the conduct of his command, and 
will make a true report of all property 
taken. 

6. No officer or soldier will, without authori- 
ty, leave his colors or ranks to take private 
property or to enter a private house/or the pur- 
pose. All such acts are punishable with death, 
and an officer who permits them is equally as 
guilty as the actual pilligers. 

7. Commanding officers of armies and 
corps will be held responsible for the exe- 
cution of these orders in their respective

General Orders No. 166. 

The mischievous practice of straggling, 
it is observed, is again instituted in this 
army, and this, in many cases, without the 
least apparent concern on the part of officers 
of either the higher or lower grades. Strag- 
gling is habitually associated with coward- 
ice, marauding and theft. The straggler 
must now be taught to learn that he leaves 
the ranks without authority, and skulks at 
the severest risk, eveu to that of death. 

Commanders of regimentB will see that 
the rolls of every company are called be- 
fore the regiment starts on the march, at 
every halt, and at the dose of the march. 
The absentees at these roll calls will be re- 
ported to the Regimeutal Adjutant. Regi- 
mental Adjutants will retain lists of absen- 
tees thus reported to them, and if, upon the 
straggler joining his company, he has not a 
good excuse for his absence, the word 
“straggled” and the date and time absent, 
will be set against the soldier’s name on 
the next muster roll. The judges of the 
validity of this excuse will be the three se- 
nior offioers of the regiment, in session to- 
gether.

On the march, corps commanders sbbuld 
allow rest at proper intervals, that the 
troops may have an opportunity to adjust 
their equipments, obey the calls of nature, 
etc. etc. Except at these rests, no man 
should be allowed to leave the ranks, save 
for some extraordinary cause, when the 
company commander will give the soldier a 
written ticket of permission to leave the 
ranks; these tickets should be prepared in 
blank beforehand. Every soldier thus leav- 
ing the ranks will leave his musket, haver- 
sack, and knaps&ck with the company; 
which the Captain will have carried by the 
soldiers of the company till the soldier re- 
turns. If the soldier be sick and fall out, 
his sickness will be nt) plea in his favor for 
escape from the penalties of straggling, un- 
less furnished with a w.ritten certificate of 
his sickness from the Sprgeon of the regi- 
ment. Sick men should, in all cases, be 
properly taken charge of by the medical 
offioers of the'iegiment, that they may not 
be accused or straggling if really sick or 
wounded. 

Each division should have a strong rear 
guard, behind which no straggler, of what- 
ever coips or regiment, should be permitted 
to remain, unless the straggler's company 
is to the rear. If the divisions have any 
cavalry with them, it will scour the coun- 
try on the flanks; if not, then infantry 
flankers of the rear guard must perform 
that office. The bayonet must be used to 
force obedience to these orders. 

The Inspector-General of corps should be 
specially active to see that these instruc- 
tions are executed. 

Provoat Marshals will send cavalry, when 
they have it, on all roads to their rear to 
hurry up stragglers. No straggler should 
lie permitted to halt until he has joined bis 
proper regiment. 

On all forks of roads, corps commanders 
should leave mounted men, if they have 
them, if not, then footmen, to remain du- 
ring the passage of the corps, and oome up 
with the tear guards tc skow which way 
the troops have marched. The Provost 
Marshals of corps or divisions should t&ke 
measures to occupy every dwelling in the 
vicinity of the line of mareh of the troops, 
and prevent any intrusion on the part of 
officers or men All damages to fences or 
crops, all marauding aud trespassing will 
be prevented as far as possible. Marau- 
ders will be at once brought to trial by di- 
vision commanders, and the sentence will 
be executed, if awarded by the court, with 
promptness, and as publicly as possible. 

Any officer of any regiment or corps 
whatever is authorized to order forward or 
arrest any straggler of any regiment in 
the army. Resistance to such exercise of 
authority will be at the risk of death.

It is said 
by those who knew him, that he was sub- 
ject to fits, and it was supposed that he was 
recovering from an attack when he was 
killed. His body was taken into a house 
close by, and a guard placed around the 
house. 

From Elizabethtowr. — An engine with 
several persons was sent down over the 
Nashville Railroad yesterday morning, 
starting at 8 o clock.

Heeeye that our foroee oooup.td the 
poeltioa ohoaea by tbe ea •my, et the eom- 
meaoeuent of the battle, and that the rebela 
were driven book a mile and a half at all 
points, except on our extreme right; which 
they still held at the cloee of the day. Our 
informant was all day within 100 yards of 
McClellan, and was regarded by him and 
his staff as a glorious victory though not a 
final one. 

There was no faltering at any point of the 
line of the whole army. Our soldiers were 
exultant at the result of the previous days' 
tight, and McClellan was in the highest 
spirits. The opinion of McClettin and those 
around him was, that the final result would 
depend on who got reinforcements first. 

Our informant says that nothing had been 
heard on the field of the capture of Long- 
street or the killing of Hill, and that there 
is no truth in either report. 

30,000 more reinforcements were expected 
to reach the field yesterday from Harris- 
burg. 

Our informant thinks the loss of the 
rebels fully equal to ours. The gentleman 
who furnishes us with the foregoing intel- 
ligence, is one of our most respectable and 
intelligent citizens, and says that while 
the battle of Wednesday was not a decisive 
one, it was a contest in which the advant- 
ages Won by McClellan who occupied the 
field of battle at the close of the day. 

BurrALo, Sept. 19. 

At 1 o'clock this morning, a fire broke 
out iu the brick building, corner of Norton 
and Water streets, used as a grain drying 
house. The fire spread rapidly to Evans k 
Sterlings’ elevators, which, with their con- 
tents, were destroyed. The fire then 
crossed Norton street, communicating to 
Bell’s foundry, Klein k Dobson’s pump and 
block factory, and a number of tenement 
houses on Evans’ alley and Becantraulex 
streets, all of which were burned. Cross- 
ing the ship canal, the fire spread to 
Evans office and warehouses. In the ware- 
houses were stowed between 20,000 and 
30,000 barrels of whisky and wines, owned 
by Wm. Williams, the larger portion of 
which was saved. David Bell a loss is 
estimated at $60,000ho $70,000. No insur- 
ance. The loss of Messrs. Evans is not 
known, but it is mostly covered by insur- 
ance. It is impossible at present to give 
anything approximating to the amount of 
the total loss or insurance. The loss will 
probably reach half a million, borne thir- 
ty or forty buildings were destroyed. The 
elevators contained 18,372 bushels of wheat, 
■10,010 bushels of corn, and 2b, 390 bushels 
of oats.

General Order No. 34. 

All volunteers for the State service, as- 
sembling under the recent proclamation of 
the Governor, will be at once mustered into 
service as part of the active militia of the 
State. 

2. Company organifations will be at 
once effected, and elections of company of- 
ficers held. The names of the officers elect, 
and the muster loll ot the company, will 
be immediately returned to thirt office, in 
order that commissions may be issued 
without delay. 

3. When more than six companies have 
assembled at a single rendexvous, a battal- 
ion may be at once organized, and its offi- 
cers elected and reported for commissions; 
and if a sufficient number of men shall be 
found at a single place of rendezvous to 
form three battalions, they may then go on 
to perfect a regimental organization. 

4. The State Guard law having been sub- 
stantially re-enacted, is hereby referred to 
for full information as to the details of the 
organization of companies, battalions, regi- 
ments, brigades and divisions. The law 
will be found printed at length in the ap- 
pendix to Stanton's Revised Statutes, 2d 
VoL, pages 780 to 804. Particular attention 
is called to the provisions of the 7th Sec 
lion of the law, which prescribes the man- 
ner of holding elections and mustering 
men into service. 

5. All good and loyal citizens of the Com- 
monwealth, within the military age, are 
urgently called upon to enroll themselves 
us members of the State Guard, so as to be 
reody for service as soon as the arms and 
equipments cau be provided; in the mean- 
time, much instruction may be obtained by 
drill without arms. 

6. Muffler rolls and blanks will be 
furnished on application to this Depart- 
ment.

[General Orders No. 1.] 

1. Provost Marshals in the Department 
commanded by Drig. Gen. Boyle are hereby 
notified, that in obedience to General Or- 
ders No. 9, I have been appointed and have 
entered upon the discharge of the duties ot 
Provost Marshal General of this Depart 
ment. 

2. The Federal and State authorities,being 
now iu harmony, it ia intended as soon as 
possible to hand over to the State authori- 
ties the duty of keeping peace iu the State. 
In the meanwhile, indrisciminate arrests 
are strongly condemned. No arrests must 
be made, except for such causes as are set 
forth in General Order No. 4, from the 
Headquarters of Geo. Boyle. The charge 
must be specific aud supported by the 
written affidavit of one or more responsi- 
ble parties. 

8. Prisoners must not be sent to these 
Headquarters’ without the charges aud 
proof. The cost of holding prisoners shall 
not exceed forty cents per day. 

4. Provost Marshals and Home Guards 
organised « by him, act voluntarily and 
without compensation. Their subsistence 
when on duty must be furnished by the 
counties in which they act.

I. Peaceable citizens are not to be mo- 
lested in person or property, and no sol- 
dier will be allowed to enter private enclo- 
sures. Officers who may have reason to en- 
ter on private property, in pursuance of 
their duties, will see that their men do not 
dispose to depredate or plunder. The offi- 
cers, under such circumstances, will be 
held to strict responsibility for the disci- 
pline of their respective commands, and 
the men, for unlawful acts of waste or spoil 
which they may commit. 

U. Persons dressed in the uniform cloth- 
ing or the army, or parts thereof, but not 
in military service of the United Stales, 
if found committing waste or spoil upon 
the property of any person near the lines 
of this army, will be apprehended and dealt 
with speedily.
